Well Trained Servants. 

If it be your fortune to hire servants, 
it would be well to remember that you 
are entering into a business Contract, 
| each side of which should be observed 


to the letter, The servant problem ts 
| not only a result of industrin! condl- 
tions, but of the home conditions, and 
if a mistress remembers that a serv- 
; ant is a human betng, and treats the 
| worker considerntely, perhaps the call 
of the mill, with its regular hours, will 

not be so alluring. 
| It frequently falls to a womnn's lot 
| to traln a willing servant Into the ways 
of her home and sometimes into the 
| ways of serving. The Important thing 
is not to attempt too much at once. 
| Take one setting of the table and the 
| serving, and by repetition and frequent 
lessons have the maid master this. Im. 
press on her mind (he importance of 
the mechanics of serving The Most 
‘ivexpertenced will soon acquire efli- 
| ecleney tn placing the silver, glasses, 
etc., correctly. 

Generally spenking, the knives and 
Spoons are pinced at the right of the 
plate, the forks at the left. That on 
the right, which ts to be used first, 
such as the oyster fork, should be the 
outer one, the next would be the boull- 
lon spoon, and so on. The dessert 
‘and the coffee spoons are last. Forks 
lare easily disposed of, for the salad 
| fork, the smaller one, 1s Inst.to be used 
and therefore uenrest the plate.” The 
method is to work from the outside fn 
toward the center. 

Butter plates are placed et the left, 
in front of the plate; glasses for water 
at the right. 

A good servant keeps glasses always 
filled and places fresh butter on the 
plates, Serving should be done from 
the left, except coffee, which sbould be 
placed at the right of the diner 

The proper form of addressing & 
mistress ts, “Yes, madam,” or, “Yes, 
Mrs. Brown” If there are any doubts 
about a mistress inclination to see 
guests a polite’“l, will inquire” after 
receiving the card of caliers sbould be 
given. A polite, quiet demeanor ts a 
requisite of a good servant. Neatness 
is another factor, and it were well *o 
suggest that these two factors are de- 
manded. 

As the relations between the mis- 
tress and the servants are business re- 
lations, there Rhould tot be andue fa- 
miliurity between them. It often 
breeds contempt. This mnst not be 
construed, however, to mean that 
mistress should forget ber politeness 
when addressing servants. 

When asking one to pass a dish, etc., 
the little word “please” need not be 
dispensed with, and an anilable “thank 
yon” should be given, 

Women servatts are addressed by 
their first names, Men servants are 
usually addressed by their surnames. 

A considerate mistress never reprt- 
mands her servants before strangers 
and shonld ask that any questions tn’ 
the mind of the servant be solved by 
presenting them to her, The equipoise 
of a mistress {s reflected In the man- 
ner of her-servant, and fairness ty 
treatment {s usually reciprocated. A 
clear understanding of the duties to 
be performed, regular remuneration 
and a kind business relationship will 
make (he household wheels go smooth- 
ly on their way 

Don't overwork your servant. If she 
be a quick, good worker the time 
saved belongs to ber. In this way sou 
will get the best service and the most 
willing atti{ude toward you and your 
home.

RAZORS FOLLOWED THE TAX.

When Heavy Fines Failed to Produce 
the Desired Result the Czar Had Bar- 
bere Selze His Subjects In the Streets 
and Mow Their Whiskers. 


Peter the Great on bis return to 
Moscow Ip 1609, after traveling through 
Germany, Holland and England, de 
termined to make bis Russian subjects 


| Jook Uke Buropeans, for at that time, 
in botb appearance and manners, they - 


resembled the Asiatics. They were 
Greased tn long robes reaching down 


| to thetr ankles, gathered In folds at the 
_ watst and girded by a belt or 


ab, the 


wealthier classes wearing ga te of 


‘ pleh materials, lined with costly fara, 
_ and on their beads they wore a high 


cap with a fur border. 

They took a great pride tn thelr 
tong beards, which were combed out 
over theit breasts, and they reckoned 
them not only an ornament to the 
face, but a distinction from the snr- 
rounding cations, who were all clean 
aha ved. 

Peter began his reforms by ordering 
alt the boyars, or nobles, to appear at 
court to English dresses on pain of bis 
displeasure, and patterns of English 
conta were bong up at the gates of the 
city, and all persons passing through 
the gates in their long habits had to 
pay @ tax or else have their skirts cut 
round by the knees. 7, 

The poor peasants alone were ex- 
empted from this rule. On the wearing 
of long beards a tax was imposed, but 
this measure only increased the czar's 
revenue, for the peuple willingly paid 
the money that they might retain their 
cherished beards, 

Even those who adopted the English 
dress cefneed to submit to an act that 
they thonght not only trreligions, but 
fuolieh, “for why.” eatd they, “de 
prive the chin of its natural covering 
in a climate where the protection of 
fur collars was necessary during six 
mooths tn the year?” 

So, finding tases and Gnes aseless, 
the czar resolved to convert his sub- 
jects to the new fashions by force. 

At the gates of the city barbers were 


stationed, and all, except the peasants, | 
who were allowed to retain their | 
beards, were obliged to submit to a | 
rapid shaving, In spite of entreaties | 


and the offer of large bribes. 

And venerable gray beards might be 
seen scampering through the streets, 
pursued by the barbers, whom they 


fled from as they would from hang 


men, and when caught the poor run 


| aways freqnently lost skin as well as 


hair tp this rough wag of shaving. 
The barbers were most likely Germans 
or English and probably enjoyed the 
panic they caused among the Russians 

Shaving had at one time been de- 
nounced by the clergy, and a beard 
at that time was looked upon as a sign 
of orthodoxy, so that native barbers 
would have got but little custom. 
Those Russians who persisted In wear- 
ing. tbeir long caftans were obliged to 
kneel down, and their garments were 
cut off at the knees, Peter sometimes 


invited the nobles to his table and | 


had them shaved in his presence, a 
process that some of them resisted, 
their faces suffering In consequence. 


One day when the ezar was out | 
walking be met an old man coming | 


Peter spoke kindly 


Jost lia beard he looked like a young 
man. Upon this the old man put bis 
band Itpto his bosom and, drawing 
forth the beard that had been cut off 
and showing it to the czar, told bim

world be might show it to St. Nicholas | 


tw prove that he was a true Russian. 
Peter did not confine his reforms to
